No. £W,F.l(8)/69.— In May 1969, a sovere cyclone 
accompanied by heavy rain-fall caused considerable loss of 
life and damage to property as well as to road and railway 
communications in the coastal districts of Andhra Pradesh. 
A number of tanks and canals which provide irrigation to 
about 1.5 million acres were completely damaged. Consider- 
able damage also occurred to the existing flood control works 
in the area, Tho problems of this area had been, studied by a 
Committee which had been appointed in 1964 vide this 
Ministry's Resolution No. DW.V.501(4)/64, dated 9-10-1964 
and certain recommendations had been made. These recom- 
mendations require to be reviewed in view of this year’s ex- 
perience.
